Some of the Law-Protected Social Clubs Than Ever 
Existed Under Old Conditions W hich St. Louis 
Stamped Out as Intolerable. 





HAT the lid club, originally a pretext in St. Louis for evading the Sunday closing 
law, has developed a phase of social life more menacing to the morals of the com- 
munity than the wineroom, which half a decade ago was stamped out of extst- 

ence, is the conclusion of a Post-Dispatch writer and dlustrator after a tour at night 
through some of the most popular lid clubs wn the heart of the city. She found that 


these clubs depend largely upon women for 


that success; that they are frequented by 


gitls evidently deceived into a sense of security by the club’s alluring title, thetr as- 
sumed purpose of being a benevolent or literary organization, and that they differ from 
the old and intolerable wineroom only in their housing and semi-secrecy. She tells how 
easily membership is gained and all that she observed in the lid clubs she visited.

FEW years ago a scandalized St. Louis arose

saloons. The Sunday lid went on, and travelers 
from afar stopping only over Sunday in St. Louts 
when they forcibly must submit to the reform o2f 
their habits of dining are duly impressed with 
our sanctity. And so the fame of St. Louis as an 


ultra-moral city is spread abroad. 


On week days we are congratulating ourselves 
that Women no longer are served with intoxicants 
without food. No longer are we offended by the 
“Ladies Entrance” sign over a side door at every 
other corner. And we feel we have grown very 
virtuous. | 


But the plain fact is that the wineroom feature 
of a certain large and growing class of lid clubs 
is a greater menace to the morals of young girls 
and yotiths, because of the semi-secrecy of the 
clubs, than was that same wineroom evil in the 
Gays of wide open, unregulated saloons. 

An evening’s visit to three lid clubs within a 
radius of a few blocks convinces me of this. 

What I saw ‘during that tour of inspection

O COME with me first, say, to the corner of 
Olive street and Grand avenue, that nu- 
cleus of dance halls, vaudeville theaters,

All evening this center is thronged with gay 
Young people hurrying from street car to which- 
ever pleasure resort happens to be their object. 


By 12 o’clock _the evening of my reconnoiter- 
ing the corner was practically deserted. Lights 
went out, music ceased and a few night hawks 
and waiting taxicabs provided the only signs 
or life except the sound of a mechanical piano 
anda light that glowed over the doorway of a 
Zsrmer residence building at 38587 Olive street, 
and set off the red sign of the Twentieth Century 
Club,

And please observe this 
is a link in my chain of evidence that women are 
an important factor in the prosperity of these 
clubs for gentlemen. My escorts read the sign. 
One of them demurred for an instant, but not be- 
ing detained by the “board of governors,” we all 
ran blithely up the stairs. 


First Impressions of the 


Interior of a Lid 


N THE second floor were several rooms 
C) containing each two or three tables at which 
sat men and girls, smoking and drinking. 
There was not even a shopworn stock sandwich 
in front of the girls.to keep up the semblance of 
conforming with the regulation about serving 
food with drinks, There was a flight of stairs 
leading to the third floor. That floor was dark. 
Ne sign was conspicuously in evidence, but I was 
informed “No lady was allowed on the third floor 
without a gentleman.” 
Notwitstanding the rule posted below, about the 
tables, loungifig in many attitudes, was @& pre- 
ponderance of men. At one table there sat crow4d- 
ed together eight men and one girl. This girl 
nestled close within the right arm of one of the 
men wearing a distinctly self-satisfied air. I don’t 
know why her table should have been such a cen- 
ter of attraction. She had all the older, more de- 
sirable men at her table, it seemed to me. To be 
sure she was a young and pretty girl. But in the 
next room there were other girle—all young and 
pretty—who were less forcibly engaged. This

HE rooms at the Twentieth Century Club are 
ug poorly Nghted, and made more shadowy by 
dense smoke. They are barren of furniture, 
Save wooden chairs and green painted tables. It 
is dull and bleak and dreary. I’ve been to funer- 
als and lectures on theosophy and exhibitions of 
Russian paintings, but I have never been more de- 
pressed than I was watching the antics of these 
young things. And all this sinister, concentrat.d 
gloom, in the name of pleasure! 

“Oh,” I honestly prayed. “Oh, for a hurricane, 
or a fire or a freshet or an arctic season of ever- 
lasting daylight! Could there be enough sweet pure 
air in the world, enough sunshine, enough fresh 
water to counteract that dark, dizzy, reeking at- 
mosphere? If there is let it be turned on these 
girls and boys who are getting farther and far- 
ther away from the sane pleasures mortals were 
meant to enjoy.” 

What kind of girls and boys are they who are 
attracted to these miserable places, you ask cyn- 
ically. Well, the boys I saw were for the most 
part, types of the joy-riding, fresh young upstart, 
The girls, when they were left alone in groups in 
my vicinity—talked about their contemplated 
Faster hats and suits, very much as your own 
daughter would do, madam., At one time one of 
them sang out: 

“Oh, oughtn’t I to be ashamed to be here!”

I do not mean tv 
intimate that the Century Club is anything worse 
than a stepping stone to graver dangers, So far 
as I know it is merely a place where you may 
drink anything and as much of it as you can pay 
for regardless of your age or sex.

Older ones 
presumably find other resorts accessible.

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DOLLAR ' DEMAGOGY. 

The Sunday Post-Dispatch reprints on this 
page an article from the New York American, 
signed by William Randolph Hearst. As a dema- 
gogic appeal to the passion of the mob, it is un- 
paralleled in the history of American journalism. 
It represents the American people as steeped in 
corruption. It brands all public officials—execu- 
tives, judges, legislators and prosecutors, without 
qualification or exception—with the dollar mark. 
It exhausts the arts of rhetoric and sophistry to 
convince the unthinking that the dollar is the 
American ideal, and that money is in absolute 
control of the Government. 

The utterance of Mr. Hearst is not worth an 
answer as a serious statement of fact. But as 
a misleading diatribe the Post-Dispatch feels 
bound to enlighten the public as to its falsity 
and thus carry out its platform obligation “to 
fight demagogues of all parties.” 

The Post-Dispatch does not deny that a cor- 
rupt money power exists and that it operates 
to oppress the people. We do not deny that there 
are corrupt men on the bench, in executive of- 
fice, and in the legislatures. We do not deny 
that prosecutions fail because corrupt prosecu- 
tors favor the rich or cater to the mob. We have 
fought corruption too long and vigorously to 
deny its existence. 

But to argue from specific instances of cor- 
ruption, from the corrupt man in office, from 
the occasional failure of the people to rebuke and 
defeat corruption, to the sweeping assertion of 
universal corruption, igs a gross perversion of 
truth and a malign misrepresentation of con- 
ditions and of the trend of American politics. 

The significance of the cases of Senators Lori- 
mer and Stephenson, upon which this amazing 
assault on the American republic is based, lies 
not so much in the use of money to accomplish 
their election as in the exposure of that use. 
The trial of these men by the United States 
Senate on charges of corrupt practices marks a 
tremendous advance against corruptidn in _poli- 
tics. It signalizes a crisis in an heroic struggle 
of the American people to destroy the power of 
money in politics. 

So far from submitting swinishly and supinely 
to the control of the money power, the Ameri- 
can people within a quarter of a century have 
demonstrated the possession of virile ideals op- 
posed to political corruption and have exhibited 
extraordinary energy in combating the tide of 
plutocracy. Within a dozen years, politica] con- 
ditions have been revolutionized. 


Ten years ago, a Lorimer or a Stephenson 
might have spent hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars for a senatorial seat, without a question be- 
ing raised in the Senate concerning his right to 
occupy it. 

The time has passed when a great State like 
California can be used as a pocket borough by 
railroad and mining magnates like a Hearst, a 
Huntington, and a Stanford. 

No shameless Sawyer, owning by purchase the 
Government of Wisconsin, can dictate railroad 
legislation in Congress. 

No longer can mushroom millionaires like 
Clarke and Heinze hold a spectacular auction 
for the senatorship of Montana, without endan- 
gering the purchased title of the successful bidder, 

Even Nevada ig no longer the political asset 
of a few millionaire mining magnates, 

New York is not free from corruption, but the 
day of the Murphys, the Platts and the Depews, 
representatives of absolute plutocratic control, 
is past. 

Smith, the corporation boss of New Jersey, 
wag defeated by a candidate whose Jack of means 
was at least as conspicuous as his poverty of 
brains. 

Within five years a Guggenheim escaped in- 
vestigation in the Senate, but could not evade 
such exposure as will make the use of money 
and corrupt power to obtain a seat in that body 
dangerous for even the smelter kings of Colo. 
rado,

to prison for attempting to influence acts of Gov-

THE CARNEGIE PENSIONS.

The sixth annual report of the Carnegie Foun- 
dation for the Advancement of Teaching, as the 
laird’s scheme for pensioning college professors is 
officially styled, contains some interesting data.

Retiring allowances and pensions took $526,000 of 
this, there being now 373 professors and widows 
receiving incomes, the annual payment averaging 
$1631. The expense of administering the fund 
was $36,000, and $16,000 was expended in publish- 
ing educational bulletins, etc. During the past 
year 31 new retiring allowances and 17 widow's 
pensions were granted, There are now 72 uni- 
versities and colleges on the accepted list of the 
Poundation, The exchange of teachers conducted 
through the Foundation sent nine American pro- 
fessorag to Prussia, and brought nine Prussian pro- 
fessors to America, with beneficial results, we

New York Globe: No

The senators might have 
undertaken to expel him for conduct unbecoming 
one of their august assembly in the matter of 
circulating $100,000 and more of good money 
among the people, but it would have taken a two- 
thirds vote to do so. 

Philadelphia Inquirer: By the yote of the Sen- 
ate, both Stephenson and Lorimer will retain their 
seats. Thus ends two hotly contested disputes, 
Mr. Stephenson is given his title clear on various 
considerations. The Lorimer case is by no means 
so clear. Another man than Lorimer got the 
largest vote in the primaries. The Investigating 
Committee of the Senate has found that there is 
no reason to believe that Lorimer knew of the 
immense sums spent in his behalf and that the 
“jackpot” is a fiction.

Republican: The nonparti- 
san idea is almost universally recognized at pres- 
ent as essential to municipal progress, and the 
emphasis placed upon it by the Republican-Demo- 
cratic alllance in Milwaukee in the city campaign 
has been intensified by reason of the tendency 
of the Socialists to make their administration 
both Socialist in policy and partisan in personnel. 
Ir. view of the radical character of their official 
program and the bitter hostility they are sure 
to arouse, the Socialists have perhaps a special 
justification for placing “none but Socialists cn 
cuard” and in giving a partisan cast to their ap- 
. pointments to office. But, according to an article 
in the Survey, “it is admitted by people friendly to 
the Seidel administration that far too many So- 
cialists have been appointed to office without re- 
gard to their ability or technical qualifications.” 
Pittsburg Dispatch: It is necessary to remem- 
ber that the victory of the Socialists two years 
ago was more a protest against the misgovern- 
ment under the old organization than a triumph 
for Socialist principles. The rebuke thus admin- 
istered by the voters has borne fruit, and the 
loss of control of the city for two years has taught 
the former leaders a much-needed lesson. 
Cleveland Leader: One term of a Socialist city 
government proves to have been quite sufficient 
for Flint, one of the most thriving cities of Michi- 
gan. A wave of industrial depression and unrest 
turned the municipal government over to the 
Socialists when Milwaukee tried the same experi- 
ent, but Flint threw out the entire Socialist ad- 
ministration at the first opportunity. In Haver- 
hill, Mass., the Socialists elected a Socialist Mayor 
twice in succession a decade ago, but the Socialists 
have been only a weak third party for many 
That is true, also, of Brockton, another 
fine manufacturing city in Massachusetts which 
tried the Socialist experiment. In these New Eng- 
land cities there has been no Socialist revival. 
New Orleans Times-Democrat: Many of the 
things proposed by Mayor Seidel and his aids 
were widely approved, even by non-Socialists; 
others of their schemes drew attention merely be- 
cause of their novelty. Admitting that they have 
been unable, in two years, to do all they had 
hoped to do, the Milwaukee Socialists expressed 
their willingness to be judged by the two years’ 
record. The interests of the party have been at 
all times made paramount to the welfare of 
Milwaukee and its citizens. The Social Democracy 
is apparently controlled by a secret ring which 
is the real governing body. 

Indianapolis Sun: This time there were nearly 
80,000 votes polled in the Milwaukee election. Be- 
fore there were less than 69,000 and that vote 
was a record vote in the electoral history cf 
Milwaukee. Seidel actually polled nearly 4000 
more votes in 1912 than he did in 1910. Seidel 
made a remarkable showing in view of the hostile 
attitude of every capitalistic newspaper in the

re HE hand that rocks the window rules 
' the world,” is a new version of a fa- 
miliar quotation. While some Amer- 
ican suffragists have threatened to adopt British 
militancy, none has been reported as making 
good the threat. The so-called “conciliation” 
bill which was a British compromise Suffrage 
measure was defeated in the House of Commons. 
Philadelphia Inquirer: Just how much the 
British suffragettes have helped their cause by 
the violence in which they have lately been in- 
dulging is indicated by the vote in the House of 
Commons on the so-called Conciliation bill. The 
reason for the adverse majority is plain enough. 
It is that many who formerly sympathized with 
the demand for the enfranchisement of women 
have been disgusted by the lawless and disorder- 
ly course which Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst and 
her associates have lately been pursuing. 
Philadelphia Ledger: The woman suffrage cause 
received a serious set-back when the British 
House of Commons refused to pass to second read- 
ing the so-called “Conciliation Bill.” This ad- 
verse vote, however, merely echoed the blow pre- 
viously delivered to the suffrage movement by 
the militant suffragettes themselves, when they 
embarked a few weeks ago upon es deliberate

It was their ex- 
hibition of utter lack of self-control, their disre- 
gard of the rights of the innocent shopkeepers 
who were made the immediate victims of their 
hysteria, their entire defiance of law and public 
decency that created the revulsion of feeling. 
Cleveland Leader: Next fall the sentiment of 


the country on the question of woman suffrage 


will be tested in some of the largest and most 
representative states in the Union. That issue 
will come to a vote in Ohio. It will be passed 
upon by the men of Michigan. If woman suf- 
frage should be adopted in states of the age, 
prestige and characteristics of these two it 
might fairly be expected to sweep the country. 

New York Post: Michigan has now aligned her- 
self with Oregon, Nevada, Kansas, Wisconsin and 
Ohio, in providing for a vote in November upon a 
constitutional amendment extending the suffrage 
to women Its adoption In a single one of these 
three states would be the longest step yet taken 
in this country in the direction of votes for 
women although the victory in California was 
enough to dissipate the indifference that was 
bound to hang over the propaganda so long as its 
triumphs were confined to a few of the smaller 
and newer states, 

Pittsburg Gazette Times: It is not to be ques- 
tioned that adoption of this suffrage in Michigan 
will have a powerful influence upon sentiment in 
other commonwealths where the movement is in 
aggressive and diplomatic hands. Michigan is 
an older and “more conservative state than its 
sisters in the far West which have tested or are 
about to; experiment with woman suffrage and 
the innovation in a commonwealth which has 
been in the union for 75 years is naturally of 
more significance than is the case in never com- 
munities, 

Pittsburg Leader: When women will vote 
throughout the United States is now the only 
question. The exact observer notes that the be- 
ginning is made far from the centers of industry. 
The movement is from West to East, for in the 
East lies the industrial monarchy. Any widening 
of the voting franchise might mean a narrowing 
of the horizon of that industrial, political mon- 
archy. 

New York Telegram: ‘Woman may not achieve 
the ballot at this session of the Legislature, but 
there is still much good, work for her to apply 
her energies to, and it is evident she is going 
about it. For one thing, there is to be a campaign 
by the Committee on Transit of the Woman's 
Municipal League against those ill bred persons 
who persist in carrying lighted pipes and ciga- 
rettes aboard rapid transit vehicles. 

Pittsbarg Dispatch: A number of the marriage- 
able young women of Thompsonville, Conn., have 
organized the Up-to-Date Suffrage “Society.

He quoted the Kaiser whom 
he visited, as advocating fortification of the 
canal. The Kaiser has denied this “officially.” 
Washington Post: The Kaiser’s criticism car- 
ries the inference that our bases of defense are 
ample to keep a fleet from approaching the canal 
entrances, and that it is merely a question of in- 
stalling batteries superior to the broadside fire 
of the strongest fleet afloat. That being accom- 
plished what is the need of the large army which 
the Kaiser advises should be kept on the isthmus? 
Does he apprehend the landing of a hostile army 
at some point outside the zone and the destruction 
Or capture of the canal by taking the forts in 
the rear? In fact the enemy could post its bat- 
teries 10 or 12 miles distant and do irreparable 
damage before its guns could be located and ai- 
lenced. 

Washington Times: The Japanese steamship 
lines have had agents in the canal zone. One of 
these lines owns no lees than 70 ships. A ‘round- 
the-world line is one of the projects they have 
under consideration. We are certainly doing much 
for others if not for ourselves by bisecting the 
hemisphere.

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KING ALFONSO GIVES 
$5,000 EARRINGS

Julita Fons Has the Jewels to Show She Is

MADRID, Spain, April 6.—A magnificent pair 
solitaire diamond earrings sparkled in the shapely 
ears of the fascinating Julita Fons when she ap- 
peared on the stage of the Estava Theater in the 
comic opera ‘‘La Republica del Amour’ (‘The Re- 
public of Love’). They are valued at $5000 and are 
understood to be a gift from King Alfonso, whose 
admiration of the fascinating actress is a matter of 
common knowledge. These jewels are the envy and 
despair of the fair sex who nightly throng the 
Estava Theater, and are also the talk of the town. 

Great was the surprise here when it was learned 
that King Alfonso had claimed the legacy of $500,000 
left him last October by Albert Sapene, a French 
landowner, who died in an asylum at Bragueville. 

His Majesty having instructed counsel in the mat- 
ter, Maitre Cargue explained before the Court of 
St. Gaudens the extraordinary circumstances of the 
legacy. Though the testator had been confined since 
i908, the lawyer asgerted that it was not true that 
he was insane when he drew up his will. The docu- 
ment was signed nearly thirty years ago, when Mr. 
Sapene, then in the prime of life, left his entire 
fortune to Count de Camberd, a pretender to the 
throne of France. 

When the Count died Sapene, an avowed loyalist, 
made a new will bequeathing his estate to Alfonso 
XII “or his héirs” as the next greatest of the Bour- 
bons. In a few years His Majesty died, and from 
that day to this, counsel contended, the will has 
not been altered, the estate standing made over to 
the present King. 

There is another side to the story, however. As 
King of Spain, Alfonso has a civil list or salary as 
sovereign of about $500,000 a year, but this is aug- 
mented by a further $4,000,000 derived from the vast 
royal property in various parts of the country. M. 
Sapene’s grandniece, who claims the disputed estate, 
has to earn her living as a governess. 

Judgment in the singular suit—the detairs of 
which were cabled to the Post-Dispatch right after 
Sapene died—is expected soon. Meanwhile the press 
here makes all sorts of excuses for Alfonso’s course. 
A man who claims to have seen the will affirms 
that His Majesty will not benefit personally, but 
that the testator directed the legacy be devoted to 
furthering the royalist cause in Spain, the country 
most likely to suffer from the next revolutionary 
uprising.

Great Britain, to the great joy of the 
no-war enthusiasts, directed toward Ger- 
many a pronunciamento against in- 
crease of armaments—then proceeded to 
launch the Queen Mary, the most nota- 
ble war machine afloat. 

Other launchings and signing of con- 
tracts followed rapidly and a London 
engineer has compiled a statement show- 
ing that 28 vessels, with an aggregate 
of more than 500,000 tons, were set afloat 
during the ‘“‘peace year.” 

Each of the eight first-class powers 
seems determined to keep its rank, if 
not improve it, in naval strength, and 
Great Britain apparently holds that it is 
necessary for that nation to maintain its 

standard of a navy equal to those of 
any other two nations. — 
tse’ Revolution.

Moreover, its shell, which weighs about 
1400 pounds, as compared with the 870- 
pound weight of the 12-inch carries u 
much larger bursting charge of high ex- 
plosive, and therefore will be propor- 
tionately more destructive. 

The principal interest of the new 
ships lies in their great defensive 
power. Not only will they carry a much 
greater weight of armor than has been 
carried, or is to be carried, by any 
ship built or building, but the armor will 
be disposed to greater advantage.

The type which has set nations at the 
effort to surpass one another had its 
origin off Santiago. While this nation 
was shouting itself hoarse over that 
victory, naval officers who had takea 
part in ft were soberly figuring out ‘he 
percentage of hits which our ships had 
made. They found that it was only a 
fraction more than 2 per cent—that is, 
for every hundred shells fired at the 
enemy only two took effect, even at 
the relatively close range at which the 
battle was fought. 

Then, amid the heedless clamor over 
victory, the men of the navy began ask- 
ing themselves what would have bye) 
the result if they had encountered an 
enemy who could have shot straight : 44 
quick. For the first time in its history 
the navy went at target work in a se- 
rious fashion. Ranges were extended 
to five and six miles. Then came an- 
other problem: It was found the bat- 
tleships, all armed with big guns of dif- 
ferent calibers, could aot distinguish 


from the splash which gun it was that 
sent its migsile close to or far from this 
target. 

Suddenly it dawned upon the experts 


that the solution was in a ship carrying 
only one caliber of big guns. The armor 
could; be more heavily concentrated 
around the guns, and these could be of 
the largest caliber and of the longest 
range. 

Thus came about the dreadnaught, the 
type upon which navies now place their 
chief reliance. Of this type the United 
States now possesses four, with two 
nearing completion and two contracted 
for. Great Britain has 11 built and 11 
under construction. To the seven which 
she already has, Germany Is adding 
nine. France, at the beginning of. the 
year, had 21 pre-dreatinaughts ready for 
service, the pre-dreadnaught now being 
classed as ships built or laid down be- 
fore 1906, the year which ushered in the 
dreadnaught type.

She also laid the keels of three super- 
dreadnaughts, vessels which are to dis- 
place 27,500 tons and which are to carry 
eight 13.6-inch guns in thetr massive 
steel turrets. During the year two 
dreadnaughts for the Argentine Republic 
were completed in this country and 
turned over to that country. Italy sent 
three of the type afloat and laid the 
keels of two others. Russia launched 
four of the type and began the construe- 
tion of three more. Even Turkey en- 
tered into the race and laid the keels 
of two vessels which are designed to dis- 
place “5,000 tons and to carry batteries 
of W# 13.6-inch rifles. 

Eliminating Great Britain and her 
majestic naval power, the nation which 
ranks highest in naval strength is the 
United «States, with Germany a close 
second. But if the ships now building 
and authorized were completed we would 
be a very bad third, falling far below 
Germany, which would then have 1,082,569 
tons of naval armament against our 
942,150. But it is conceded that our 
ships carry batteries immensely su- 
perior to those mounted on the German 
battleships and cruisers.

Act on the Twelfth Street

President Reber of the Board of Pub- 


vesterday to get Mayor Kreis- 
call a special session of the 
House of Delegates for Monday to vote 
on the Twelfth street viaduct bill. City 
Counselor Walther decided that the 
Mayor is powerless to call a special 
session of the Assembly before it offi- 
cially adjourns the session. 

The bill authorizing the construction 
of the viaduct on Twelfth street over 
the railroad tracks in Mill Creek Valley 
passed the City Council Friday and was 
sent to the House of Delegates for ac- 
tion. The recommendation was made 
that the House hold special meetings 
yesterday and Monday to pass the bill, 
and that the Assembly formally adjourn 
Tuesday night. 

“That bill contains a lot of ‘jokers,’ 
declared Delegate Ebrecht when the bill 
Was read by the Clerk Friday night 
“If the Council thinks they can hold 
up that bill and send it to us at the 
eleventh hour we will fool them.” He 
did not point out what the “jokers” 
were. 

The House adjourned until Tuesday 
night without action, and adopted @ 
resolution to adjourn for the year 
that night. The next session will

The viaduct bill, which was intro- 
duced by the Board of Public Im- 
provements, was in a committee 
pigeonholes in the City Council for 
more than a month before it Was re- 
ported out last week. 

Councilman Fletcher pointed out 
what he termed a “joker” in the bill 
in the provision fixing the headroom 
of the spans at 20 feet. He declared 
that a man cannot stand on top of 
a boxcar and pass under the viaduct 
without stooping down or being | 


struck by the roadway structure. He! 


declared that 22 feet headroom was 
the standard specification for via- 
ducts, and that the height would save 
the city many damage suits result- 
ing from injuries to railroad em- 
ploves. 

The viaduct will take the place of the 
present bridge on Twelfth street and 
will span the railroad tracks, extending 
to Gratiot street. The proposed tracks 
of the western Free Bridge approach 
will pass under the structure. Council- 
man Fletcher found fault with the via- 
duct plans because they provided for 
piers in the street between the railroad 
tracks. He declared that the piers 
should be placed at the sides to give 
room for more railroad tracks if needed 
for the Free Bridge. 

The viaduct will cost about $320,000. The 
delay in the City Council makes it im- 
possible to now pass the bill at the 
present session of the Assembly. A new 
ordinance will have to be submitted at 
the next session if the work is author- 
ized.

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United Congregation Supports 
the Rev. J. Frank Norris 
in Fort Worth. 


DENIED WRITING THREATS 
¥ 
Defense Is That He Is Victim of 
Conspiracy Because of Ac- 
tivity in Reform. 





FORT WORTH, Tex., Apri! 6.—Despite 
the fact that he has been indicted by two 
grand juries, one charging that he 
wrote t annonymous letters threaten- 
ing himself and the officers of his con- 
gregation, the other charging him with 
having set fire to the church building, 
the Rev. J. Frank Norris, pastor of the 
First Baptist Church, has entered upon 
his trial on the first charge with the 
solid support of his congregation. 

By unanimous vote, the members of 
the congregation adopted the report of 
the deacons, refusing io accept the resig- 
nation of their pastor, delivered on the 
eve of his indictment charging him with 
a~son. 

Every day, while the trial progresses, 
the women members of the congregation 
bold prayer services, meeting each day 
in the home of a different member, to 
send u» their petitions that their pas- 
tor may be vindicated before the world 
and that those who seek his downfall 
may reap the confusion which they de- 
serve. 

Vietim of a Conspiracy. 

Attorneys for Norris will charge, and 
attempt to prove to the satisfaction of 
12 Tarrant County jurors, that the pas- 
tor is the victim of a far-reaching con- 
spiracy; that torn bits of paper that ex- 
actly matched the paper on which one 
of the annoymous letters was written, 
even to the water mark, were dropped 
when they would cast suspicion on him; 
that peculiarities of spelling, and other 
strongly suspicious circumstances were 
carefully framed by the conspirators 
for the purpose of pointing to Norris 
with a view to remove him from the ac- 
tivities of the reform movement which 
he has vigorously led. 

Mrs. Norris suggested tho daily 
prayer to the congregation, but is not 
in attendance on the meetings. She 
is constantly by the side of her hus- 
band in the court-room, her attention 
never relaxing, and no word from the 
cpposing counsel or the court escaping 
her. 

As he goes from his temporary home 
at the residence of one of the deacons 
to the office of his attorneys, and from 
t e@ office to .the courthouse, Nor-is is 
ennstantly accompanied by a special of- 
ficer, employed by members of the con- 
gregation to safeguard him against any 
attack. 

Trial Is Parameunt Interest. 

Believing that his assassination was 
attempted when two shots were fired 
threugh his study window and when 

_he and Deacon White were attacked 
by an armed man as they walked home 
from a prayer meeting, friends of 
Norris fear he is still in danger of los- 
ing his life before the trial shall have 
been completed, 

The opposing attorneys have caught 
th. partisan spirit that pervades the 
people and many times a day sharp 
‘encounters call forth the emphatic re- 
bukes from Judge Tom Simmons. 

The defendant listens to the proceed- 
ings with polite, rather than personal, 
Interest. His patience appeared under 
the strongest strain, while his lawyers, 
in the preliminary stages, presented all 
the motions known to criminal proced- 
ure, looking to delay. A motion to quash 
the indictment, to change the venue and 
ther technical contentions were made 
‘ever Norris’ protest. He was even seen 
to nod his head in vigorous assent when 
Judge Simmons, tn overruling a motion 
te quash the Indictment, declared that 
the day was past for trying defendants 

- on technicalities. 

! Is Opposed to Sharp Practice. 

.Many of those who thronged the couft- 
room recalled that less than a year ago, 
the pastor delivered a sermon on “The 
Technicalities of the Law” that was 
blistering in its denunciation of the safe- 
Guards which have been built up around 
criminals and in which he mentioned a 
number of Fort Worth criminal lawyers 
as able to clear a man charged with any 
crime, provided he had enough money. 

Norris and his congregation have re- 
tained six firms of lawyers to represent 
him, while the State has only one spe- 
cial prosecutor. Norris, although the 
céntral figure in the trial, and the de- 
fendant in the case, preserves the good- 
natured pose of a man whose enemies, 
rather than himself, are being arraigned 
before the bar of justice. 

He has signified a desire to make an 
argument to the jury and although his 
attorneys will overrule his wishes as 

to all precedent where able 
counsel is employed, it is by no means 
unlikely that the jurors wil) hear from 
the pastor's lips an argument surpas- 


ging im oratorical merit any speech his 


attorneys may make.

Jay William Hudson of the philosophy 
department of the University of Mis- 
souri, found a lot of fault with the Ten 
Commandments in his tecture here.

Eight-Year-Old Margaret Dilg 
Crushed on Way to Get 
Easter Hat. 








ONE LEG IS AMPUTATED 





Body Is Pinned Under Vehicle, 
Until Wrecking Crew Ar- 
rives From Sheds. 





While 8-year-old Margaret Dilg lay 
conscious under the truck of a Grand 
avenue car, with both her legs crushed, 
for half an hour yesterday evening, the 
Rev. Father C. E. Byrne of the Church 
of the Holy Name of Jesus, knelt be- 
side her, comforted her in her pain and 
administered extreme unction. She died 
two hours later at the city hospital. 

The girl left her home, 2049 East Gano 
avenue, to go to the home of her consin, 
Marie Meyer, 15 years old, of 4202A 
Pleasant avenue, to get an Easter hat 
which the elder girl had made for her. 

Margaret left a northbound avenue 
car by the front platform at Penrose 
street, and stood aside until it passed 
on. Then she started to cross the 
southbound tracks, when a car going in 
that direction struck her. 

The front wheels crushed her right leg 
so cruelly that it was later amputated, 
and the left leg was severely bruised. 
So tightly was her body wedged under 
the truck that she could not be removed 
until a wrecking crew arrived with a 
jack with which to raise the wheels. 

Father Byrne, who was passing, recog- 
nized in her a pupil at the parochial 
school attached to his church and re- 
mained with her until she was released. 
She was carried to the office of Dr. 
Charles F. Martin, 4111 North Grand ave- 
nue, who sent her to the city hospital. 

The motorman, Henry Linstroth, of 
3880 Cass avenue, and the conductor, 
Oren Keithley, of 3846 Lee avenue, were 
arrested and taken to the Angelica 
Street Police Station, but were released 
on the promise of Henry O. Butler of 
the Grand avenue line, to produce them 
at the coroner’s inquest to be held to- 
morrow.

Poison Bottle Discovered Where 
He Sits on Bench Leads 
to Suicide Theory. 





L. D.- Cabanne of 415 Berlin avenue, 
and John C. King, 3201 North Newstead 
avenue, were driving in an auto in 
Forest Park at 7:30 last night, when they 
observed a well-dressed man apparently 
in convulsions on a bench near the Lin- 
dell Drive entrance. 

When they jumped down to help the 
man they smelled carbolic aeid. They 
found an empty bottle under the bench. 
Cabanne and King hurried the man in 
their car to the West End Dispensary. 
He died soon after reaching there. 

The only mark of identification about 
the man was a slip of paper in one of 
his pockets bearing the name and ad- 
dress of Rudolph Katz, Stratford Hotel, 
Eighth and Pine streets. 

At the Stratford it was said that a 
Rudolph Katz had lIived there almost 
from the starting of the hotel until yes- 
terday morning, when he quit the place.

PROF. HARRIS OF 
ST. LOUIS FINDS 
NEW RABIES CURE 


Bacterologist. Tells Scientists in 
Philadelphia of His Wonder- 
ful Discovery. 














Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 6.—Prof.’ D. 
L. Harris, Bacteriologist of St. Louis, 
told the experts in attendance at the 
meeting of the American Association of 
Pathologists and Bacteriologists today 
at the College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons that he had discovered a pre- 
ventive and cure of rabies. He said 
that he had been poisoned with hydro- 
phobia and had cured himself. It would 
not be necessary, Prof. Harris said, to 
take patients long distances to Pasteur 
institutes, as they could be treated at 
home institutions at once and, he _ be- 
lieved, more effectively. 

It is the contention of Prof. Harris 
that the virus which he has compounded 
will retain its virulence 148 days. He 
pointed out in contrast that at the Pas- 
tuer Institute it is necessary to kill a 
rabbit almost every day in order to pro- 
vide fresh serums, for a virulence last- 
ing only 15 days, 

Prof. Harris had been experimenting 
on animals previous to the accidental 
inoculation of himself using rabbits, 
dogs and guinea pigs. He had such 
successful results that he was about to 
make a test on a human being. 

Then while extracting the deadly virus 
from the veins of a rabid dog last fall 
he inadvertently got some of the hydro- 
phobic germs in his blood. The tests 
that he hurriedly made convinced him 
that he was a victim of his own experi- 
ment.

HICKMAN, Ky., April 6.-—-By rea- 
son of the Reelfoot levee's breaking 
latt evening, the water has fallen 
eight inches here in the last 24 
hours, The vast territory behind 
this 20 miles of levee, which con- 
imines 609 square miles, is not yet 
filled up, but Lake County, Tennes- 
see, is practically all under water. 
Advices are that the western part 
of every river county in Tennessee 
is flooded. 

The levee 





broke six miles below 
Hickman and had a territory 50 
Milles len@w and ten miles wide tu 
cover, and is still several miles from 
Hickman, the current being = so 
strong that watér is carried toward 
the other @nd of the territory. 

Aside from the unconfirmed report of 
the drowning of two children at Reel 
cot no other loss of life was reported 
today and the total flood death list 
stands at 1S. 

Telephones are useless and there is no 
communication with the flooded district.

ADAMS, OFF ROSEDALE, Miss., 
April 6.—One hundred and _ sixty- 
seven thousand sand bags were de- 
livered at Modoc, Miss., early this 
morning by the Kate Adams and Gov- 
ernment boats, five of which are sta- 
tioned along the danger zone. 

Distress calls have been sent out 
by L. ¥. Kerr, Government Engineer 
in charge of the work. He asked 
more men for Helena, Friar'’s Point 
and southern places. Men are being 
sent to him as rapidly as possible. 
Or the Mississippi side the situation 
is more hopeful. The levees along 
the east bank are considered strong- 
er. They are higher and are hold- 
ing well, except a strip of seven 
miles south from Burke's Landing to 
Rescue, where a break has already 
occurred in the outer or main Gov- 
ernment levée. 

This territory, however, is pro- 
tected by an embankment, the State 
levee. A break is expected at Burke's 
Landing, as the water is within six 
inches of the top of the levee at 
that point. Below Bolivar Landing, 
near this point, the levee is regard- 
ed as being not so strong as this 
northward. 

Residents are hopeless of being 
able to keep the water out if there 
is an eight-inch rise. Large tracts 
of territory outside the levee on both 
sides south from Memphis to the 
Gulf are under from ten to fifty feet 
of water. 

Hundreds of poor families have 
been driven from their homes in this 
territory and are flocking to _ the 
larger towns. Practically all the 
women and children in threatened 
districts on both sides have left their 
homes and fled to the high lands, 
from thirty to forty miles back.

sippi and Ohio rivers. Active work 
on the embankments has stopped be- 
cause there has been no rise of the 
rivers for 12 hours and it is believed 
that the city is safe. 

Both rivers were stationery at 54 
feet all day. The Mississippi has 
fallen four inches at Hickman, Ky., 
since the levee broke, and a fall of 
Swo- tenths of a foot is reported at 
‘Charleston, Mo. 

Cairo is an island. When the levee 
broke last Wednesday and inundated 
the Cairo drainage district, the Ohio 
and Mississippi met above the town 
ak well as below. 

The levee streets of Cairo are one 
foot lower than the present level of 
the rivers, and all other streets are 
from 10 to 13 feet lower than the 
water. 

Actual damage in this town has been 
slight, but Cairo dreads the publicity 
which the flood has brought. Loca’ 
photogr@phers are forbidden by Mayor 
George Parsons to make pictures of the 
high water and the levee work, and vis- 
itors coming in with cameras are 
warned not to use them. Newspaper 
correspondents are severely criticised 
and anything like a real flood story 
is denounced by citizens as false. 

A moving picture man from Chi- 
cago came here yesterday to make 
films of the levee workers. He set 
up his machine in the levee in front 
of the Halliday House and was wel) 
under way before Mayor Parsons dis- 
covered him. At the Mayor's order 
the films were confiscated and de- 
stroyed, the camera smashed and the 
man commanded to leave town or go 
te work filling sand bags. He left. 

A rise of two-tenths of a foot was 
reported from Kentucky towns on 
*"“e Ohio above Cairo. Observer Bar- 
ron of the local weather bureau said 
that the failure of the river to rise 
here is due to the break in the Gov- 
ernment levee below Hickman, Ky. A 
telephone message from Hickman 
said that the break there is now 1000 
feet wide and all efforts to stop it 


have been abandoned.

Eight 
hundred thousand burlap bags have 
been used in strengthening the levee, 
Four hundred thousand were sold by 
two St. Louis salesmen. The bags 
are filed with sand and earth and 
then laid along the tops of the levees. 
Levee work has been compulsory. 

Stores Are Closed. 

By the Mayor's orders every business 
house and factory except drug stores, 
groceries, hotels and restaurants are 
closed. All saloons are closed. All who 
asked pay are being paid, but many 
business men refuse compensation. The 
Mayor, the president of the two biggest 
banks, the general superintendent of 
the Illinois and several*other railroad 
officials have been worked every day 
filling and stocking bags. 

1500 Refugees Fed. 

The levee workers and such refu- 
gees as are in Cairo are being fed 
by the commissary department un- 
der the direction of Harry Candee. 
Rations were served to 1500 tonight. 
The food, meat, Sandwiches, eggs, 
vegetables, bread, butter and bot 
coffee is prepared in the New Elks 
Club and carried to the levees: in 
automobiles. Every machine in the 
city has been pressed into this 
service. 

Up in the drainage district about 
150 dogs are marooned on the roofs 
of sheds and barns. 

This afternoon Mrs. Henry. F. Gii- 
hofer, wife of a banker, got a clothes 
hamper full of food at the commis- 
sary department. Putting it into a 
motor boat she went up into the 
Overflow destrict and fed everybody 
she could find. 

Cows and horses are isolated on 
mounds and roofs and others are on 
houses and scaffolds.

Capt. Harry A. Hegeman, at New Ma- 
drid. Mo.; Capt. James A. Logan Jr., 
at Hickman, Ky.; Capt. Baker, at Tip- 
tonville, Tenn., and an officer from 
Jackson Barracks, La., sent to Helena, 
Ark 

Capt. Hegeman_ reported today he 
would need supplies for 15,000 a day. He 
was directed to draw 10 days’ supplies 
from the St. Louis army depot. 

The War Department plans to buy 
most of the food supplies from mer- 
chants in the flooded districts. By 
patronizing them at a time when their 
ordinary business is paralyzed the Gov- 
ernment feels it will confer a real bene- 
fit on distressed communities.

If the 
waters should pass the levee, 15,900 
acres of valuable farm land, most of 
it belonging to Jerseyville residents, 
would be inundated. 

For several days men and teams have 
been at work strengthening the levee. 
The pumping station is supposed to re- 
duce seepage, which is s0 great as to 
endanger the embankment if it is’ un- 
checked. ;

operation of the city departments, in- 
cluding the Board of Education and the

Among other things Baldwin said the 
Civie League wanted for St. Louis were 
new charter, a bureau of municipal ef- 
ficiency, the initiative and referendum, 
elimination of grade crossings, an outer 
park system, legal provision for a sub- 
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tenements, a clean milk supply and 
more playgrounds. 
“Legislators Well Meaning.” 

In replying to Baldwin, President 
Gundlach of the Council said the legis- 
lators should not be blamed. eH said 
they were well-meaning fellows, as 
honest as the employes of the average 
business house, but they.-.just didn’t 
know what they were about. Gundlach 
declared the league should consider that 
the legislators were men who had had 
no training for the work, but had just 
been picked up by the party organiza- 
tions and put into office and were in 
office with the idea that they were elect- 
ed to do the will of the party organiza- 
tions. 

“What ideals,’’ asked Gundlach, ‘‘can 
you realize in a city where elections are 
predicated on spoils?’’ 

Gundlach said he favored a political 
system like that of Germany where the 
Mayor of a small city can be promoted 
to be the Mayor of a greater city. He 
advocated a school for muicipal serv- 
ants. 

Mrs. Philip N. Moore, president of the 
yeneral Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
spoke on ‘‘Women’s Work in Civic Af- 
fairs."’ She said that as woman was by 
nature the individual housekeeper, so 
also was she collectively the natura! 
municipal housekeeper. She declared the 
women had done valuable work in the 
Civic League On committees that would 
come under the municipal housekeeping 
head and in all work where the women 
could co-operate with the men. 

Church’s Efforts Are Cited, 

The Rev. William J. Williamson, pas- 
tor of the Third Baptist Church, said 
that since the first century of the Christ- 
ian era the church had not made the ef- 
fort to further civic ideals that it is 
now undertaking to make through the 
impulse of the Men and Religion For- 
ward Movement. 

The annual statement of the president, 
Saunders Norvell, was read by John 
Lawrence Mauran, who presided in the 
absence of Norvell.

CORRUPT POLITICS 
WOMEN’S VOTE FOE 





Jane Addams and Beatrice For. 
bes-Robertson Emphasize Point 
at Wednesday Club Auditorium. 


Two hundred women and several 
men yesterday heard Beatrice Forbes- 
Robertson and Jane Addams advyo- 
cate votes for women in the Wednes- 
day Club auditorium. Both speakers 
deplored the’ decline of great civic 
movements started by women after 
they were placed in working order 
and turned over to men in mupicipal 
offices. Both \declared politics, as 
administered by .men, failed to pro- 
gress in the work in which women 
were most vitally interested and they 
urged equal suffrage as @ means to 
make politicians take cognizance cf 
these needs. 

Miss Addams was presented by Mrs. 
David N. O'Neil, acting president of 
the Equal Suffrage League. She told 
of her appearance before Congress re. 
cently with other persons in guf- 
frage work to urge an amendmen:

She said this year's 
congressional entreaty was the forty- 
third presentation of the cause at the 
national capital, and that the chivf 
argument of national legislators 
was that the ballot was a privilese 
that should be conferred by the leg- 
islatures of the several states. 

As samples of work originated by 
women which deteriorated under the 
supervision of man and politics. Miss 


,Addams cited the organization of ju- 


venile courts and training schools 
for nurses. She declared the work 
was not nearly so satisfactory when 
turned cver to the city or state au- 
thorities, because they depended up- 
On appropriations of legislatures or 
councilmen who were not interested 
in’ women’s work, merely because 
women had no power in politics. 

Forbes-Robertson Likes Opposition. 

Beatrice Forbes-Robinson, who is 
Mrs. Swinburne Hale in private life, 
made an urgent appeal to her hearers 
who were not equal suffragists to 
become something. “Become anti- 
equal suffragists,’ she said, “if you 
are not on the suffrage side. It is 
far better for ug that a good anti- 
suffrage club be started here and 
there to oppose us. The anti-suf- 
fragists sharpen our wits. We are 
glad to hear what they have to say. 
Those who hear their arguments be- 
come easy corfverts to our cause. 
They say: ‘Is that all there is against 
equal suffrage? Then I am a suf- 
fragist, too.’” 

Mrs. Hale took her hearers 
hundreds of years to demonstrate the 
relation of women's work in poli- 
tics. She said there was sporadic 
movements from time to time by 
women to get on some sort of equal 
basis with men, but these were drop- 
ped until the birth of Democracy and 
the invention of machinery. If ma- 
chinery had not been invented, she 
said, there would have been little 
change in the relation of man’s work 
and woman’s, which were closely re- 
lated in earlier days. 

Political Corruption Chief Enemy. 

“What is the biggest enemy of votes 
for women?” the speaker was asked. 

“All especially corrupt political in- 
terests,” she answered. “Wherever 
there is a saloon or red-light district 
connected with a successful political 
party, there is a healthy repugnance 
to votes for women. Tammany Hall 
is opposed to equal suffrage, and it 
gives us much encouragement. Bad 
men are perfectly aware that equal 
suffrage will spoil their game. 

Ballot Increases Birth Rate. 

“It has been said that votes for 
women would empty every cradle in 
the land. The records will show that 
in the states where equal rights are 
granted, the birth rate has increased 
and the mortality rate has decrease. 
Colorado, which was one of the most 
corrupt states in matters of politics, 
now has the best laws relating to 
women and children in the unfon. 
Women’s votes did it. 

“It was said only the bad women 
would go to the polls. The returns 
in Denver do not show it. In a re- 
cent election 29,000 women voted, ane 
of that number but 100 were objec- 
tionable persons.”

his family or friends, the professor re- 
mained steadfastly at work, using only 
his own serum and eventually effected a 
cure, 

Now he is certain as to the efficiency 
of the compound. 

The basic principle for adducing a 
greater degree of virulence than that 
maintained in the Pasteur vifus, Prof. 
Harris asserted, is attained by so sim- 
ple a process as freezing. 

His healing fluid he calls a dessicated 
virus not unlike other anti-rabic virus 
in its makeup, but manufactured dif- 
ferently. He explained his method of 
preparation. 

Used a Rabbit. 

Prof. Harris first took the brain of a 
rabbit that had been inoculated with 
rabic properties. This was thoroughly 
dried. The brain is then crushed in a 
mortar. Enough water is added to 
make a thin paste. ' 

Then the mixture is frozen until it 
assumes the proportions of compact 
solidity. It is then brittle and remains 
in that condition. Then it is. crushed 
in a mortar again and becomes a soft 
white powder. With all moisture ex- 
tracted, it is sealed hermetically and is 
then ready for injection. 

The entire procedure of drying, crush- 
ing, freezing and pulverization, he de- 
clared, is accomplished so that the ma- 
terial retains between 30 and # per cent 
of its original virulence. 

But the actual percentage is more 
than 90 per cent, he said, because the 
material loses about © per cent of its 
own weight in process of preparation. 

After Prof. Harris had concluded his 
paper on “Anti-rabic Immunization With 
Dessicated Virus,’ a rain of questions 
was directed at him by the famous 
Pathologists present. 

In regard to human tests, Prof. Har- 
ris declared that little progress as yet 
has been made because the preparation 
hag not been long tn existence and »be- 
cause he is limited in experimentation 
to the population of St. Louis alone. 

But in several months’ time, he added, 
he has tried it upon ® residents of 
St. Louts and accomplished the most 
wonderful resuite in the absolute cure 
of all the patients. 

The patients, he sald, were taken in 
various stages of rabies, and each one 
responded to the virus and was entirely 
cured 
Dr. Harris Has Leong Worked on 

Tests. 

Dr. Downey L. Harris, who lives at 
5099A Maple avenue, has been city bac- 
tericlogist for several vears, and, as an 
important part of his work, has testc4 
dogs for rabies and prepared anti-hy- 
drophobia serum. : 

Dr. Cleveland H. Shutt, hospital com- 
missioner, said last night that he knew 
Dr. Harris had interested himself severa! 
years in rabies, but that he did fot be- 
lieve he had discovered a new cure for 
the disease. 

“I don’t think he has anything funda- 
mentally different from the Pasture 
treatment,” said Dr. Shutt. “This con- 
sists of the injection of serum prepared 
from the spinal cord of diseased ani- 
mals.

Attorney H. S. Priest Argues It 
Would Cut Income and Thus 
Impair the Service. 
ARGUMENT IN 5. CASES 
Contends Ordinance if Enforced 
Would Increase the Tax 


Burden 40 Per Cent. 





Bankruptcy for the United Rail- 
Ways Co. may be the result of en- 
forcement of the mill-per-passenger 
tax law, Judge H. S. Priest of the 
company’s counsel, declared vyester- 
day, in his argument on the five mill 
tax cases pending in Judge Shields’ 
court, 

“This tax, if sustained,” said the 
attorney, “must be paid out of the 
company’s profits, and this diminution 
in the eompany’s income would nec- 
essarily mean impaired service for 
the public. Because of the small 
margin of profit which would re- 
main, total failure for the company 
might be the consequence.” 

The cases on trial involved $1,148,- 
312.85. Judge Fisher, who recently 
decided a similar case in the city’s 
favor, sat on the bench with Judge 
Shields and listened to the argu- 
ments. He is soon to pass on a mo- 
tion for a new trial, filed by Judge 
Priest in respect to the cases which 
he decided. 

Judge Priest, in his plea to the 
court, complained of what he termed 
the disposition of the Sf. Louis pub- 
lic to impose, by legislation, suck 
;heavy taxes and other responsibil- 
ities against corporations that invest- 
ments are imperiled. 

The United Railways, he said, is 
|not seeking to escape its just bur- 
‘dens. He asserted its tax burden is 
|greater than that of any other cor- 
poration in the State. “This tax,”” he 
said, “would increase the company’s 
taxes 50 per cent.” 

Income Tax Decision. 

“For these reasons,” Judge Priest 
added, ‘‘we are entitled to a serious, 
‘candid, impartial and unprejudiced con- 
sideration of these cases. An errone- 
ous or thoughtless decree, one not re- 
flective of study, may entail great hard- 
ship for the defendant and the public.” 

Attorneys F. N. Judson and Ben 
Schnurmacher spoke on the contention 
that the tax is a double taxation and 
that the ordinance imposing it is un- 
constitutional. They cited numerous 
cases to controvert the city’s claim that 











it is not a property, but a license, tax. 
Several decisions by the United States 


Supreme Court were read, including 
the income tax decision. 

Attorney Judson said that courts con- 
sider the effect instead of the name in 
determining validity of a tax. “It is 
true,’’ he said, ‘‘the Supreme Court has 
sustained license taxation, but in such 
cases the amounts involved have been 
inconsiderable or there has been an ab- 
sence of property which could _. be 
reached by other taxation. Here we 
have a case where the defendant cannot 
hide its property and is meeting its full 
burden in taxation.”’ 

He declared that if the mill tax or- 


Missouri will have to be rewritten. He 
pronounced the ordinance an abuse of 
the taxing power. 

Ordinance Declared Legal. 

City Counselor Walther and Assistant 
Counselor Baird argued that the ordi- 
nance is legal and had been declared 
so by the United States Supreme Court. 
Walther asserted that the United Rail- 
ways, in the Federal case, admitted the 
city had the legal power to enact the 
ordinance and that in this case denied 
the right to do so. He declared the 
whole proceedings were determined by 
the Supreme Court’s decision in the in- 
junction suit brought by .the United 
Railways in the Federal Court, and that 
the only course the company has is to 
pay the tax. 

The United Railways’ motion for a 
rehearing in the Federal Court was 
reaa@ by Counselor Walther in sup- 
port of his contention that issues now 
raised by the company are arfter- 
thoughts and that it believed the 
Supreme Court’s ruling forced it to 
abide by the ordinance. 


TRIAL OF HUNNING 
WIDOW OUTLINED 


Lawyer Declares That the Al- 
leged Confession Is Only 


Statement of Love Affair. 


Testimony in the trial of Mrs. An- 
nie Hunnig, accused of being the ac- 
complice of her admirer, Joseph 
Seidl, in the murder of her husband, 
Martin Hunning, will begin tomorrow 
morning at 11 o'clock. Charles P. 
Johnson, chief attorney for the de- 
fense, announced last night that no 
attempt would be made to fight, the 
introduction of her so-called confes- 
sion. 

Johnson declared the statement is 

merely a confession of her intimacy 
with Seidl and not a confession that 
she had anything to do with the mur- 
der. 
Prosecutor Miller made his eight 
challenges from the 40 names of the 
panel and handed the last to the de- 
fense. As the defense had 24 hours 
in which to strike out its 20 names, 
this ‘meant the case could not proceed 
until tomorrow. 

The defense did not file a genera} 
objection to the panel as was done in 
the Seidl case. Seldl was convicteg 
and sentenced to prison for life.

WILL CONTEST AND

Judge Hitchcock Decides Brew- 
er’s Granddaughter May Not 
Share Further in Estate. 
DEMURRER IS SUSTAINED 
Elder Lemp in Will Expressed 


Confidence His Widow Would 
Provide for Little Girl. 





The suit of Marian Lemp, 11 years old, 
for a one-eighth interest of the $10,- 
000,000 estate of her grandfather, Wil- 
liam J. Lemp, brewer, will be appealed 
by her ‘counsel to the Supreme Court, 
following a decision by Circuit Judge 
Hitchcock yesterday sustaining a de- 
murrer interposed by the defendants. 

The suit was based on the failure of 
the brewer’s widow, Mrs. Julia Lemp, 
who was left the entire estate by her 
husband, to make a bequest to the 
grandchild. 

Lemp, in leaving the property to his 
wife, said he had confidence that she 
would remember their :<even children 
and the granddaughter, Marian, whose 
father, Frederick W. Lemp,-: is dead, 
equitably in her will. Mrs. Lemp di- 
vided the estate among her children. 
She explained she did not make a be- 
quest of Marian and the latter’s mother 
because she acquired their interest by 
purchase from them. 

Individual Property Bought. 

The petition alleged that this pur- 
chase represented the individual prop- 
erty of Frederick W. Lemp and was no 
part of his father’s estate. It was con- 
tended that the granddaughter should 
have been a legatee under the will of 
her grandmother because the expres- 
sion of confidence in Brewer Lemp’s 
will in regard to her disposition of the 
property was tantamount to creating a 
trust fund for all the heirs. 

Judge Hitchcock ruled that the brew- 
er’s will was plain and could not be 
construed as the plaintiff's counsel 
contended. It is conceded by the attor- 
neys that the only question in the case 
is one of law and that the fate of the 
litigation rests upon the demurrer. 

Marian Lemp lives with her mother, 
Mrs. Irene Lemp-Langan of 4330 McPher- 
son avenue. Mrs. Langan appeared as 
‘next friend’’ in the case for her daugh- 
ter. Mrs. Langan, after the death of her 
first husband, married the late Leon B. 
Langan. 

Child’s Claim $1,200,000. 

The amount claimed for Marian Lemp 
from the property of her grandfather is 
about $1,200,000. A friend of the Lemp 
family said yesterday that Brewer Lemp 
gave his son Frederick $100,000 worth 
of Lemp Brewing Co. stock. After the 
son’s death this was sold by his heirs, 
it was stated, to Mrs. Lemp. The pur- 
chase price is said to have been $300,- 
000. Mrs. Lemp believed this to be in 
excess of the stock’s value, and it was 
because of this she did not make a be- 
quest to the granddaughter, feeling that 
the girl and her mother had been suf- 
ficiently provided for. 

The defendants in the case are the 
children of the late brewer—William J. 
Lemp Jr., Mrs. Annie L. Konta, Louis 
F. Lemp, Charles A. Lemp, Mrs. Hilda 
L. Pabst, Edwin A. Lemp and Elsie J. 
Wright. 

Their attorneys are Theodore Ras- 
sieur, Benjamin Schnurmacher and 
Charles F. Krone. Arguments against 
the’ demurrer were made by Campbell 
Allison and John F. Green of the firm 
of Judson, Green & Henry.

TRIBUTE TO JEFFERSON 





Speaker Declares Democrats 
, Are. Fighting Today for Vir- 
ginian’s Principles. 


By Associated Press. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 6—Speaker 
Champ Clark, in an address here to- 
night at the celebration of Jefferson's 
birthday, lauded the author of the Dec- 
laration of Independence as ‘‘the great- 
est statesman that ever lived,” and in- 
cidentally took occasion to observe that 
President Taft’s exercise of the veto 
power would receive rebuke at the hands 
of the American people. 

“President Taft,’ said Speaker Clark, 
‘‘vetoed all our tariff bills, thereby rais- 
ing an issue which will rage with un- 
abated fury until the polls close in 
November: Under the Constitution he 
has the preregative of using the veto. 
So has the King of Great Britain, but 
no British king has dared use the veto 
in two centuries and the first British 
king who does veto an important Dill 
will be the last of ‘his line, just as Wil- 
liam Howard Taft will be the last of 
the Stand-Pat presidents. He made his 
record; we made ours. On that record 
we confidently appeal to the people, the 


Tribute te Washington. 

Declaring that Jefferson's; reputa- 
tion was topped by that of only one 
other, Washington, the Spéaker said: 

“We scarcely do justice to Washing- 
ton even yet. He rendered more im- 
portant service to his country and to 
human liberty as President of the con- 
stitutional <onvention than as either 
Commander-in-Chief of our armies or 
as President of the United States, for 
it is almost certain that but for his all- 
pervading influence in the convention 
no constithtion would ‘have been agreed 
upon, and but for the absolute certainty 
that he would bethe first President 
the Constitution would never have been 
ratified.’’ as 

Speaker Clark cited as an unuysual in- 
cident that Jéfferson wrote his own epi~ 
taph. He set forth his three achieve- 
ments in she following terms: ‘‘Here 
was buried Thomas Jefferson, author 
of the Declaration of American Inde- 
pendence, of the statute of Virginia for 
religiouS freedom, and father of the 
University of Virginia.”’ 

Speaker Clark characterized it as the 
strangest literary omission in all his- 
tory that Jefferson failed to mention 
“the most stupendous and beneficent’’ 
of all his achievements—‘“‘the Louisiana 
Purchase.”’ 

‘We claim to be disciples of Thomas 
Jefferson,’’ said Speaker Clark. ‘“‘What 
do we stand for today? We are as 
much against special privilege and as 
much in favor of equal rights to all as 
he was. We believe and we proclaim 
our faith in the.great body of the 
people and that the law should give 
every citizen an equal opportunity in 
the race of life. 

“House Was Kept in Faith.” 

“And the Democratic House over 
which I have the honor to preside has 
kept the faith, and has redeemed( or is 
in process of redeeming every promise 
mad. 

“The high protective tariff is the 
mother of trusts. The trusts will never 
be abolished until the tariff is ent to a 
revenue basis or as close an approxima- 
tion thereto as possible. 

“The impending campaign must be 
fought out very largely on the record 
made by the Democrats of the House 
in the Sixty-first Congress, which was 
so splendid as to surprise our friends 
and dumfound our enemies, and also on 
the. magnificent record made by the 
Democrats in both House and Senate in 
the present Congress.

Seeing that everybody is completely 
stumped, we'll let you all in on a s8e- 
cret: Lawler didn’t put the lights on 
the water tower or the salt in the ocean, 
but he did graft an arm onto Jimmy 
Austin's right shoulder. He also rescued 
Jack Coombs, that sterling pitcher of 
Connie Mack’s crew, from the oblivion 
of a minor league berth, while his least 
feat was to save the “super” (which Is 
big League language for arm) of Eddie 
Plank, the sidewheel propeller of the 
pellet for the Athletics 

Lawler is some guy, believe us! 

He's to the Browns what the stage 
electrician is to the ‘“‘big scenic produc- 
tion”’ or the canvas man to the four- 
ring circus. Without him Wallace’s 
club would not now be running along 
smoothly; without him there would be 
aching arms and legs in the local base- 
ball camp. With him life in Camp Wal- 
lace is one sweet song, without a ripple 
of discord. 


LAWLER IS THE “PLAYER” 
IN CITIZEN’S CLOTHES,

on the Browns’ bench. He's the man in 
citizens’ clothes who mingles with the 
athletes. 

Probably the right-fileld bleacherites 
may be able to take a slant at Lawler 
in the Browns’ cave, but the elite of the 
grandstand, who cheer the deeds of 
Derrill Pratt, James Austin, F. Laporte 
and Roderick Wallace, are unaware of 
Lawler’s existence, 


But the ballplayers know Dec. He's their 
best friend. When one of them pulls up 
with a lame leg or strains his shoulder by 
@ hard throw, he rushes to Doc. There he 
receives attention and care. He doer net 
play again until Doc gives permission. so 
Doc has, therefore, a heap to say about 
the makeup of the club. 

Lawler gets in his best work during the 
spring training trip. When the club goes 
south, accompanied by an army of newspa- 
per men, littie or no mention is made of the 
trainer; but Manager Wallace or Owner 
Hedges will tell you they sooner would see 
Lawler aboard the good ship each spring 
than the most prized recruit. To start a 
training trip without ‘‘Doc’’ would be the 
quinteseence of folly, and no one realizes 
this more fully than the manager. 

In the spring of 1911, when the Browns 
pitched their camp at Hot Springs, Ark., 
Jimmy Austin reported with large gobs of 
ambition. 'He rushed into the game the first 
day and rushed out the third with an ach- 
ing arm.

He opposed 
Jack Johnson seven times in all, win- 
ning once in two reunds on a claim of 
foul, boxed him four six-round no-de- 
cision bouts, lost one 15-round bout and 
gained a draw in another of 10 rounds.. 

Jeanette got somewhat the worst of 
it in his eight meetings with Langford, 
winning once, boxing two no-decision 
bouts of six and 10 rounds, losing three, 
twe of which were 15 rounds and the 
third 12, and drew twice in 12-round 
bouts. 

Against McVey Jeanette did better, but 
had to do harder fighting. The score be- 
tween them shows one 10-round no-de- 
cigion bout, Jeanette losing a decision 
in 2 rounds, 
Jeanette winning once by 4 knockout, 
after a terrific fight of 49 rounds, the 
latter taking place in Paris, France, 
April 17, 1908. 

McVey has never boxed Flynn, but he 
has tied up with Johnson on three oc- 
casions, losing the decisions at the end 
of two 20-round bouts and was knocked 
out in 20 rounds. His record against 
Langford and Jeanette has already been 
age has met all of those named, 
and, in addition to the records given, he 
knocked out Jim Flynn in the eleventh 
round at San Francisco on Nov, 2, 1907.

Chief among the regulations which

providing for the use of nondasszling 
headlights on all motor vehicles in cities 
and villages where the streets are ade- 
quately lighted. 

Another important recommendation 
which has been adopted in many cities 
prohibits the unnecessary use of warn- 
ing signals and that an adequate warn- 
ing signal should produce an abrupt 
sound sufficiently loud to be heard un- 
der all conditions of traffic, and that its 
use except as a warning of danger 
should be prohibited.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 3.—Sidney R. | 


Francis, son of former Gov. David R. 
Francis of Missouri, is waiting along 
the San Francisco water front hoping to 


catch a sailing ship on which he and 
his companions, A. R. Dupont. scion of 
French royalty; Hayward Brown, rep- 
resenting New York’s aristocracy, and 
George H. Little, whose father is a cap- 
italist of St. Louis, may ship for their 
tour around the world. 

“I am going for a year,” said young 
Francis. “The life agrees with me 
splendidly. We are not hoboes; we are 
not beating our way around the world, 
but we are working our way around 
the globe. I went to Los Angeles in 
the regular way, and there I met A. R. 
Dupont, an old school chum of mine. I 
learned that Dupont was out for ad- 
venture and the idea appealed to me. 
Dupont and I hit the blind baggage for 
Santa Barbara, where we were arrest- 
ed as vagrants and spent the night in 
jail. In the morning we were given an 
hour to get out of town. I did not 
mind the jail, as it was all a part of 
our adventure, and it was not as though 
we had done anything really 
wrong. We had some money when 
we started away on our trip. 
Now we are hoping to find a wind- 
jammer to the Orient, and we will ship 
on the first boat, going out as sailors 
before the mast. I have enjoyed every 
moment of our experiences and I think 
that it is an excellent education for us. 
Dupont and I came up together to San 
Francisco from Santa Barbara.”’ 

Brown and Little also beat their way 
to San Francisco.

Two of the members of the party have 
had a more extended experience as 
tramps than has Sidney Francis.

York, with the purpose of working their 
way around the world. They got to 
Buffalo from New York by freight 
train. There they stowed themselves 
away on the Juniata and made the five- 
day trip to Duluth, Minn., without be- 
ing discovered.

“COAL STRIKE WAS 
WORSE THAN W 


LONDON, April 6.—The decision of 
the Miners’ Federation this afternoon to 
order the men to resume work has 
breught intense relief to the whole 
country. The termination of the coal 
strike virtually amounts to raising a 
ruinous siege of the nation’s industries, 


which has inflictec financial loss by 
far larger than would have been caused 
by war with a great Power of similar 
duration. 

In Scotland the miners will return to 
the collieries Monday, but as that day 
is a holiday in England and Wales the 
Strikers there will not return until 
Tuesday. In many mines two or three 
days more will elapse before repairs 
can be completed. By the end of the 
week, however, it is expected that every 
colliery will be in full swing. 
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MORMONS CLAIM 
HIGHEST BIRTH RATE 


SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, April 6.— 
An unusually high birth and low death 
rate were claimed for the Mormon 
people by Apostle Hyrum M. Smith, 
the principal speaker at the second 
session of the Mormon conference to- 
day. He addressed an audience of 
nearly 7000 at the Tabernacle. 

“The records show,” said the 
apostle, “that the birth rate among 
the members of the church for the 
last year was 38 to 1000. While this 
is a higher rate than among any 
other people that we have a record 
of today, it is not high enough, We 
should have more children and we 
should care for them.” 

The mortality in the church, he 
said, was 8.6 per cent in the last 
year. To raise the birth rate and re- 
duce the mortality, Apostle’ Smith 
urged his congregation to observe 
the church laws against alcohol, tea, 
coffee and tobacco. 





AMUNDSEN SOUTI 
POLE STORY HELD 
OT COPYRIGHTED 


i Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, April 6.—Judge Lacombe, 
in the Federal Court, this afternoon held 
that the New York Times did not copy- 
right its story of Amundsen’s discovery 
of the South Pole, and dismissed the ac- 
tion brought by the Times against the 
New York American for injunction and 
damages. Like action was begun by the 
Times against the World and the Sun, 
and it is presumed these actions, too, 
will be dismissed, as the basis was the 


same. 

But the decision left untouched the 
question that has interested newspaper 
men for many years, and that is, wheth- 
er the depositing of two copies of an 
article in the mails addressed’ to the 
proper government official at Washing- 
ton constitute a legal copyright. By in- 
ference, however, Judge Lacombe did 
decide this point, for he held that the 
Times was not entitled to maintain its 
action because the evidence showed that 
the application for an injunction was 
made prior to the depositing of two 
copies of Amundsen’s cablegram in the 
mails. 

The American, besides making a tech- 
nical defense, made the broad assertion 
that the Times should not be heard, for 
it came into the court with unclean 
hands, and cited a long list of stories 
which it alleged had been lifted bodily 
from the American at various times, 
although the American was a duly copy- 
righted paper.

Downtown’ Business Property; 
Shows Effect of Plans to Bring 
New Factories to the City. 





The storm center of the St. Louis 
realty market has shifted from the 
business to the outlying and suburb- 
an districts of the city. 

The advent of spring, according to 
F. J. Cornwell, agent, 
has been marked by a flood of in- 
quiries for purchases in these quar- 
ters. Indications, he says, point to 
@ banner year in this field, the vol- 
ume of transactions in this class dur- 


ing the week having been unusual. 
Purchases reflect a new demand for 
investment in apartments and busi- 
ness blocks in the residence districts, 
These are on a substantial rental 
basis, and form attractive invest- 
ments for surplus capital. 

The severe winter has not only retard- 
ed building, but has also prevented 
brick men from getting dry clay for new 
brick, while the high water has shut 
off the supply of sand. This has in- 
creased the cost of brick. Building this 
year is behind at least six months, the 
loss in March alone being more than 
$1,000,000, due entirely, he says, to the 
elements.

Prevailing prices offer a harvest 
of profits, he says, for speculative 
investments, values being at the low- 
est ebb. 

St. Louis is attracting attention as a 
location for factories, and will soon 
pulsate with a rush of new blood. 

A Financial Gibraltar. 

Rock-ribbed and occupying the most 
strategic location in the United States, 
the city according to Cornwell, is des- 
tined to be the financial and commer- 
cial Gibraltar of the country. 

Realty and building operations in the 
business district, which displayed great 
strength at the outset of the year, 
it is belleved, will be revived with the 
launching of May 1 of the 19-story build- 
ing projected to replace the Common- 
wealth Trust Building, at the northeast 
corner of Broadway and Olive street. 
A number of other projects are hang- 
ing fire in this section, any one of which 
would set the market in full swing. The 
most notable contemplate the erection 
of an 18-story hotel building on the 
osuthwest corner of Eighth and Olive 
streets, but it is not believed that this 
project will materialize until after the 
national election.

MANY LID CLUBS 
OUT OF BUSINESS 


Number of Places Are Running 
on Charters of Societies Which 
Exist No More. 


————————— 








Inquiry at Jefferson City yester- 
day by a Post-Dispatch correspondent 
showed that a large number of ob- 
jectionable lid clubs could be put out 
of business by the police if their 
charters were examined, and if in- 
vestigation were made as to the man- 
ner in which the charters have been 
used. 

Many of these clubs, it has been 
learned recently, are running on old 
charters, granted by Secretary of 
State to literary, benevolent or fra- 
ternal organizations which have 
passed out of existence. In some 
eases the charters of these organiza- 
tions were obtained by persons 
starting lid clubs, and were shown (to 
the police as warrant for the clubs’ 
existence. In other cases, where the 
charter was not in existence, @ certi- 
fied copy of the charter has been ob- 
tained from the Secretary of State, 
and this certified copy has been ex- 
hibited as a charter. 

Certified copies, it is declared :n 
the Secretary of State’s office, have 
no standing in the absence of an orig- 
inal. The Secretary of State has re- 
ceived -many requests in the last 
year, most of them from lawyers, for 
such certified copies. These have 
been sent, on the payment of a small 
fee, as a matter of office routine, the 
law giving any citizen the right to 
obtain such a copy by making a 
small payment. The fee is $1, plus 30 
cents a hundred words transcribed, 

Charters Could Be Revoked, 

A large number of charters now 
used for lid clubs could, it is believed, 
be revoked for nonuse. Unless a 
charter is kept in continuous use, it 
lapses, and the legal status of a lid 
club which began operating last 
year, on the charter of an organiza- 
tion which passed out of existence 
three or four years before, would not 
stand an attack in court. 

One test of use of a charter is the 
annual election of officers. If it is 
shown that in any year an election 
of officers was not held, that fact is 
a& presumption against the charter’s 
validity. 

A charter also may be revoked 
for wilful misuse. On this subject, 
Section 3444, Revised Statutes of 1909, 
says: “It shall be the duty of the 
Attorney General, or the circuit or 
prosecuting attorney of the proper 
circuit or county, whenever any 
credible person shall in writing make 
complaint to him upon affidavit of 
information and belief that any cor- 
poration formed under this article 
has in any material matter wilfully 
misused, or for a period of two years 
past, was neglected to use its fran- 
chises, or has otherwise become Hable 
to forfeit its charter, to inquire dil- 
igently into the grounds of such 
complaint and upon reasonable cause 
shown therefore to institute proceed- 
ings by information in the nature of 
a quo warranto looking to a dissolu- 
tion of such corporations and a for- 
feiture of its charter rights.” 

This section gives to the Circuit 
Attorney of St. Louis or any citizen 
the right to go after an objectionable 
lid club and wipe it out.

Two Charitable Bodies Seek to 
Correct Condition Caused by 
High Living Cost. 


SUSINESS MEN GIVE FUND

Provident Association and Jew- 
ish Union Helping the Poor 
to Educate Young. 





The St. Louis Provident Association 
and the Jewish Charitable Union have 


worked out plans whereby the high 
cost of living need not drive chil- 
dren of tender years from the schools. 

Several weeks ago it was told in 
the Post-Dispatch how the high cost 
of living and the pinch of poverty 
were driving from the St. Louis 
schools more than a score of children 
a day. Of the 30 to 40 children, who, 
Attendance Officer Quinn says, thus 
withdrew daily from the various 
grades to go to work, more than two- 
thirds are compelled to do so by the 
urgent needs of their parents. These 
chiddren range from 12 years up. 

Fund for Weekly Penstons., 

The compulsory edueation § law, 
which compels all children under the 
aze of 14 to attend school, contains 
a clause Whereby a child may be ex- 
cused from school if his parents show 
that his labor required to help 
support the family. i 

Cc. M. Hubbard, general manager of 
the Provident Association, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that his or- 
ganization now has a plan to meet 
that situation. The association has 
a fund of $1000 for the purpose, and 
from that fund weekly pensions rang- 
ing from %2:50 to $5 are paid to fam- 
ilies where it has been reported that 
the children have to work. 

Chilef Atteniance Officer Quinn of 
the Board of Education, whose duty 
it is to enforre the compulsory edu- 
cation law, and whose assistants in- 
vestigate every case where children 
of sehool age drop out of the classes, 
was requested by the Provident As- 
sociation to report to Hubbard every 
case where parents had obtained per- 
mits for children under the age of i4 
to geit school, 

Jewish Chartties Pian, 

All such caBes are now being re- 
ported to the Provident Association. 
They are investigated and where the 
families are found to be worthy of 
help, the weekly pensions are al- 
lowed, on condition that the children 
are kept in srhool. 

The fund for this purpose ras 
subscribed by 12 business men of 8St. 
Louls to whem Hubbard appealed. 
They asked that their names be not 
made public. Each of the 12 undeér- 
took to keep a certain number of 
children in school. 

Osear Leonarti of the Jewish Charita- 
ble Union said that his organization had 
a similar plan, Cases reperted among 
Jewish children are cared for much like 
those reported ito the Provident Assorci- 
ation. In addition the Jewish Charita- 
ble Union is keeping a large number of 
children in trade.schools and in the 
manual training departments of the 
publtie schools. 

So far this winter the Provident Asso- 
ciation has pensioned 14 families, se that 
children might continue in school, and 
the Jewish institution has cared for 
about fifty children.

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Southern Indiana 


ate ¢ \) F you should see or 

think you saw, a black 

fox in your neighbor- 

hood, wouldn’t you go 

after it? The black 

fox is the most valu- 

able of fur-bearing 

animals. That is be- 

cause it is extremely 

scarce. Some persons 

even deny that there 

is such a thing as a 

black fox, but women who have paid a mat- 

ter of $5000 for a two-piece set, a muff and 

a neck piece, of the animal’s fur, know that 
there is such an animal. 

The other day there was a report from Mt. 
Carmel, Ill., that a black fox had been seen 
by several farmers in that neighborhood and 
that traps had been set to catch him. How- 
ever, the black fox was ‘‘foxy.’’ He avoided 
and evaded the traps. 

Then the farmers organized a hunting syn- 
dicate to run down the fox, the proceeds of 
the s#le of his hide to be divided according 
to the merits of the hunters taking part. The 
hunt was well worth while, for a black fox 
fur is worth $800 to $1500, according to the 
quality of the hide. If the fur is absolutely 
black it brings the larger figure. ; 

These Eastern Illinois farmers found, how- 
ever, that Black Reynard had escaped them. 
They could not discover any further trace of 
the coveted animal. 

Then it was reported that the fox was 
geen in the vicinity of New Albany, Ind. In- 
@uiries among the farmers there brought the 
fnformation that Reynard was ‘‘in the next 
county.’’ It appeared that the fox was a 
most slippery little beast. Always he was 
‘just in the next county.’’ He had a gift 
for changing counties, probably being aware 
that he was marked for capture. 

Rockfort and Evansville farmers sought 
him, but he escaped to the wilds around 
Owensboro, Ky., no doubt swimming the Ohio 
River. Here he disappeared for good, but 
he may turn up later in some other county 
or state. 

It is possible, but not probable, that this 
tri-state black fox may be caught. Only at 


ay long intervals is there a fox of his color seen 


in this section of the United States. 

In the wild woods of Maine there are more 
of his kind, but Alaska is the chief source 
of supply. Most of the black foxes—and they 
are very few indeed—known to the fur trade 
are natives of Alaska. It seems to be a fact 
that cold climates produce the blacks more 
often than warmer climates. Also, the fur 
if a black fox native to the cold northern re- 
zions grows longer and is glossier than that 

‘of one born farther south. 

‘*When you hear a report that there is a 
black fox at large anywhere in the states 
around St. Louis,’’ said a St. Louis man who 
vas dealt in furs here for a ro of a 
sentury, ‘‘you can put it down in the doubt- 
ful column. Of course it is not impossible, 


| but it is extremely improbable. Usually we 
find that the so-called black fox is simply a 


' wild dog. Sometime we get reports of a 
black fox which turns out to be a fisher, 
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which is an animal somewhat similar in ap- 
perance, calculated to deceive the native who 
naturally would like to pocket a few hun- 
dred or a thousand dollars through the sale 
of the hide. 

‘‘Not long ago we had a report from an 
Arkansas man that he was on his way here 
with a black fox hide. We notified him, 
when he asked for market quotations, that 
if the fur was perfect he might get $750 for 
it. He brought in the hide. It was that of 
a fisher. We paid him 75 cents for it. 

‘‘The black fox is merely an accident. 
There is no distinct species. He belongs to 
the ordinary breed. 

‘‘One fox in a litter of several may be 
coal black, the others just plain red or gray. 
Usually the black accident belongs to the 
red fox family. He is born through some 
freak of nature. His blackness differentiates 
him from his humbler brothers, who are 
worth only a nominal sum as fur bearers. 

‘‘Thus far this year we have bought only 
three black foxes. All of them came from 
Alaska. We had one the other day that was 
worth about $1500—a perfect specimen. 

‘It is the practice of furriers to pay tan- 
ners of black fox hides a good round sum. A 
good tanner will work at the job day and 
night until the tanning is finished. Some- 
times a man will stay by the job 36 hours 
without cessation, for the fur is too valuable 
to be neglected. It is worth from $150 to 
$200 to the man who knows how to prepare 
the hide and keep it perfect. The slightest 


neglect or incompetency in the tanner may 
ruin a valuable fur. 

‘‘Some persons doubt that there is such 
a thing as a black fox, but we know there is, 
and when you find one you have a little 
fortune in your grasp if you don’t let the 
animal slip away.”’ 

Fox ranching in the interior of Alaska 
and along the Yukon is becoming a promis- 
ing industry, despite the fact that fox raisers 
on small Alaska islands are quitting the game 
because they can’t catch their crop after it 
grows. George Armstrong began fox raising 
near White Horse, Y. T., with three young 
foxes, one black and two grays, which he 
bought from an Indian last summer. 

One of the grays died. The two others 
grew rapidly until one day in January, when 
the black fox escaped by gnawing a hole in 
his wire netting inclosure. Its skin was 
worth from $400 to $750 in Alaska. Arm- 
strong promptly offered a reward of $200 for 
the return of his fox, with the result that a 
number of both palefaces and Indians got 
busy. 

A young Indian sighted the fox four miles 
down the river and set a small steel trap

surrounded by edibles. As the fugitive had 
never rustled its own provisions it lacked the 
cunning of a forest grown reynard and fell 
an easy victim. The next morning the In- 
dian returned to his trap and found the fox 
caught by two toes. It was returned to 
Armstrong. 

Near Fairbanks, Alaska, John Taylor has 
started a fox farm, now having seven silvér 
gray, black, red and silver gray cross foxes. 
Taylor’s mother last year caught the first 
pair near his placer mine. Last fall another 
litter of foxes was captured. Mrs. Taylor 
takes care of the animals and believes her 
fox farm will produce as much revenue as 
her husband’s gold claim.

universally known, the most talented sculptors 
of animal life have been measured by the stand- 
ard of his echievement; it remained for Trou- 
betzkoy to set up a new standard with a differ- 
ent inte:p etation. Barye showed one aspect of 
the anima! in an amazingly masterly way. Trou- 
betzkoy slows a different phase in a manner per- 
haps not less remar able, Without Barye’s con- 
structive power, yet -vilh another fidelity and 
truthfulness: worthy of Barye himself, Troubet- 
z oy has this peculiarly vitalizing impressionism, 
this sp:rit which makes the creatures live, and 
suggests to us their movements and feelings. 

As a portraitist of the pleasing people who or- 
nament society perhaps there uas never been a 
sculptor more satisfying than Prince Paul Trou- 
hetzkoy. This might be thought strange, consid- 
ering the .acica] ideas he urges. But in the 
iconoclast, friend of Tolstoy, overturner of tra- 
ditions and ascetic vegetarian, still we find 
Troubetz oy interpreting the human butterfly’ 
almost as indly as the four-footed wolf. Some- 
times there are telltale marks that record the 
artist’s indiffe:ence or possible disdain, but 
all in all, P:ince Paul makes these sitters every 
whit as impressive and distinguished as nature's 
‘,uth allows. 

Some of his distinction in this field the artist 
vwes to his admirable appreciation of the artistic 
ignificance of clothes. Modern garb has been 
jathematized as the bane of innumerable art- 
.ts, and very stiff and unnatural it often makes 
heir creations, but Troubetzkoy shows us these 
artists do not understand. Perhaps this is be- 
cause, unlike Troubetzkoy, they model with 
Greek costume as the unattainable ideal in their 
minds. At any rate, Troubetzkoy, inspired by 
nature, knows just what to do with our clothes. 

Among the interesting portraits of men are 
Count Witte, Prince Galitzin, 
Bernard Shaw and Tolstoy.

That was all that evening. The dotted line did not 
turn. 

Keen as newspaper conjecture is, it failed to connect 
the “red-iine maps” with an item in the evening papers 
ihe following day: | 


CLEARED—For South American ports, steam yacht 
Electra, New York. Owner John M. Colwell. 


And not until the following morning did the papers 
announce that President Colwell, of the Canned Meat 
Trust, having been ordered by his physician on a long 
sea voyege, after closing his house on West Fifty-first 
street, had sailed in his own yacht. The same issue car- 
ried a few lines about the “freak ads’’ which had so sen- 
sationally blazed anc sv suddenly waned from the “yel- 
lows.”

This Bvreau knows nothing of any experiments 
in breecirneg the Lathro’ectus for size, Your surmise 
that sp.ciments of two or three times the normal 
size wovld be dangerovs to life is undoubtedly cor- 
rect. ard selected brecding to that end should be 
conducted only under adequate scientific safeguards. 
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penetrate the skin of the hand, and a double or trip 
supply of venom, would be, perhaps, more deadly 
that a cobra. 

The symptoms of poisoning by this species aré 
spasms, similar to those of trismus, and agonizing 
general pains. There are no local symptoms, ex- 
cept, in some cases, a circle of smal! pustulés about 
the bitten spot. 

Commercially, the Lathrodectus has value, in that 
the poison is used in certain affections of the heart. 
For details, I would refer you to the Denny Labora- 
tories of St. Louis, Mo., which are purchasers of the 
venom. 

The species is very susceptible to cold, ati would 
hardly survive a severe frost. It frequents wood- 
piles and outhouses. Yours truly,
